Freshmen Questionaire Causes Stir Again

\mbiguous sUtemmte and mwiDdema ndin gj led to a report of a controversy 
concerning a "general information" queidoanaire distributed at early orienUtion last 
week, accordfflg to a university official. 

The questkMuiaiie, pcepared by and ooiqtleted for the American Council oa 
Education, was handed out to 1 ,100 mooming freshmen as part of early orientation. 

Reports from several students claimed that they were required to complete the detailed 
questionnaiie, and that it concerned their racial and religious backgrounds, political 
beliefs and local acthfitia. Tte qtMtkMBue hH been adm^iteied aeveai tmet atFSU, 
and last year oompiamU woe inade ooooena^s qfoeition oapiotest movemeato and on 



marijuana. 

Mike Beaodoia, FSU information director, said that students were not icqmred to 
participate mi diat a stutaaeat to the effect was read to all students coai|ileting the 

form. 

The statement said that the students would be anonymous although they were 
requested to fOL their names, addresses and social security numbers on the form. 
Boaudoin Stated that studrarts ««dd be ammymous m the sense that no one at FSU 
would know either the nmes or iafindual answers of »qr student leqxH^ng to the 
questionnaire. 

Several sttrients were critical of the prooedine used to announce dut the 

questionnaire was voluntary. 

One student said, that "somebody came up on stage about an hour after it started and 
said that we (Mnt have to Uke it." 

Another student said, "I could have sworn that it was mandatory ,but they could have 
lold me I wasn't paying attention." 

Names and addresses were taken "in the event that ACE decided on a follow-up 
questionnaire," an ACE spokeanan said. "But the repUes are permanently separated in 
the records." with the names kept kKked and bonded. 



The Faculty Action Caucus expressed doubt as to the possibility of separating the 
replies from the student's pmonal idea tlB caticiB. 

In a letter to ACE, the Caucus stated that the name and addressof the AldiataaMit 
be separated from the questionnaire without mutilating the replies.

orientation handbook which after the listing for the BQR and ACE < 
"Required for all students." in capital letters. 

Beaudoin said that the statement was ambiguous, but wdiat was requii 
students be present, not dut they wwe required to respond to the questimuMin. 

A United Pren story, quoting Beaudohi as aying thrt "anawMriag Ae «Hrt 
was a requirement for admission to FSU" was erroneous, Beaudoin added. 

Chancellor Robert Mautz promised an immediate investigation of the questkMUure. He 
said he knew nothing abmrt it hot his "WKsenJ ieactiMi"wM ttmt ^mOcata Amrii not he 
retfoired to take it. 

Some students expressed the idea that questionnaifei oouM lie oad to talat a fie 4M 
"radical" students, based on certain questions on politics. 

Deqnte the controvert, Beaudoin said, the questionnain very useful to FSU and 
higher education as a whote. 

"We asked several years ago that we be included among the universities conducting this 
survey," he said. "From it we get back a national survey of attitudes and ambitions of 
coDege stuAmts. In addition, we rec^coaapariaonsof our students to national norms." 

"The results of this survey also help us plan curriculum," Beaudcnn continued. "For 
example, we found last year that though the national percentage of stadente e n ynl i n t to 
nuqor ui business was eight par omt, at FSU the 6§m wu 13 per «tM. Wc mmt i 
able to plan accordingly." 

In addition to questions concerning proiected fields of study, 
questions as diverse as whether or not they had ever "arranged a date for another student," 
"read poetry not connected with a course," and whether or not "they had evw. 
partk^ted m protests against UJ5. mflitaqr. sdwol. racial, or ethnic policies ' ^

CAERNARVON, Wales (AP) 
Unruffled by three bombing 
incidents. Queen Elizabeth II 
performed an ancient rite 
yesterday, presenting her son 
Charles with a golden sword and 
ring and formally imtiffing him 
as Prince of Wales. 

As the 20-year-old heir to the 
British throne donned the 
ermine cloak and golden coronet 
of office, security men searched 



the crowds outside Caervernon 
Castle looking for Welsh 
extremists who exploded a 
bomb near the royal i^ain. 

Thousands of Welsh citizens 
mflled behind stcd barricades 
outside the 700-year-old castle, 
cheering their prince and booing 
a youngster who threw an egg at 
the queen's gold-trinmied coach 
as she entered the fortress.

Columbia Faculty Ask for 
Sanctuary of Academic Freedom 



Is the Issue 



Last wedk's row legso-ding the American Cbundl for 
Education questionnaire adininistcrcci to iiicoiuing students 
would not be notat>ie except for two factors: tne atmosphere 
of dmtrmt wlndi allows such fears and accusations to exist, 
and the irrational and Wofftai statements made by botii sides 
in support of their positions. 

Let IB dearly state tfiat we do not believe the infonnation 
reqaested on the questionnaire is intended or will be used 
for any purpose other than research and information 
feedback to colleges and universities. The compilation data 
gives valuable information to officials concerned with 
planning development of both curricular and extracurricular 
programs concerning the "personality " and plans of the 
stadent body. FSU lequesfed that the suney be administered 
here so that we could have the benefit of this information. In 
addition, the type of questions which cause the concern that 
the Diformation nright be wed to comi^ ''dossiers of 
radicalism" do not provide any real basis for detetn^i^ die 
d^ree of radicalem re^ndent. 
It is entinly possible - in fact, we woidd hope it is-lftely 
that students would respond that they should have a role 
in specifying the college curriculum, that college officials do 
not have die right to regulate student behavior off campus, 
that faculty promotions should be based ui part on student 
evaluations, and that persons with extreme viey/s should not 
be barred from campus, and yet would not be prone to 
pvticipate in violent or yicyd demonstrations. 

We also feel that the argument that the name cannot be 
separated from the questionnaire without mutilation to it be 
of tittle wei^t. The questimmaiies are madme scored: it 
would be easily possible for answers to be recorded on one 
card, and thp name to be recorded on a separate one. We 
serioosiy dj>ubt that the original qoestiomiaires are 
permanently kept on file. 

However, although we do not quarrel with the motives 
behind the questionnaire, we do have serious doubts 
regarding its administration. 

If only attendance was required at the meeting where the 
questionnaires were distributed, then why did the brochure 
not state " attendance required"? And if the > ,,i„ntarv nature 
of the questions was made clear, why did students feel the 
need to coni|riain about the nature of the questions they 
were "made to answer"" ' And when die Fhimhean luiestioned 
over two dozen students who had taken the questionnaire 
witUn the last year, why did they all respond that they had 
been under the imoression that the participation was 
required? Even though the information received from such 
studies is vrimririe, partidpation should be clearly termed 
voluntary if it is voluntary. Little is accomolished by subtly 
coercing students to participate; of the respondents feel the\ 
are ander pressme, the data may be innacurate and therefore 
useless It is not surprising that the students are suspicious of 
those questioning their beliefis and activities, since an honest 
answer may be the basis for condemnation. 

A sodology professor who was asked to comment on the 
qoestiomiane stated that the data would be valuable to both 
nmversity planners and to research social scientists, but he 
emphatically stated that those persons or institutions 
obtaining this data have a definite obligation to be sure that 
respondents know that their participation is voluntary, and 
that data wfll be kept in strictest confidence.

The statement, addressed to 
"the colleagues and friends of 
the academic community," the 
statement was published "in the 
conviction thai the university 
must put its own house in order 
if it is to preserve its autonomy 
.!> a tree center of learnmg.'" 
iLCording to a preface published 
along with the statement 

The following is the text of 
the .statement: 

"The tradition of the 
university as a sanctuary of 
academic freedom and center of 
mformed discussion a an 
honored one, to be guarded 
vigilantly. The basic significance 
of that sanctuary lies in the 
protection of intellectual 
freedoms 'ho nshts of 
professors lo ieai.li. ol scholars 
to engage in the advancement of 
knowledge, of students to learn 
and to express their views, free 
from external pressures or 
interference. These freedoms can 
flourish only in an atmosphere 
of mutual respect, civility and 
trust among teachers and 
students, only when members of 
the university community are 
williiiB to accept self-restraint 
and rociprocily as the condition 
upt)n which they share in its 
intellectual autonomy. 

'■ Aeadeniie freedom Jind the 
■■anctuarv oi the university 
campus extend to all who share 
these aims and responsibilities 
They cannot be invoked by 
those who would subordinate 
the intellectual freedom to 
political ends, or who violate the 
norms of conduct established to 
protect that freedom. Against 
such offenders the university has 
;lic right, and indeed, llic 
obligation, to delend itsell. Nor 
Joes the sanctuary of the 
university protect acts violating 
civil or crimiial law, which are 
illegal wlicther committed on or 
off campus. 

"Current attempts to disrupt 
or prevent the holding of classes 
are a inatter of urgent concern 
to us. These . tactics are 
fundamentally inimical to 
university life, ^to genuine 
education can take place if 
teachers and students are cast in 
an adversary role. Disruptions 
deny students their rigiit to an 
education and scholars their 
right to be heard. 



"The claim is false that only 
by disruptive tactics can 
criticism be made effective and 
university pdicies be changed 
In the past important policy and 
curriculum changes have been 
made throi^ faculty and 
student action, in which raiinnui 
discussion has been used to find 
constructive solutk>ns to our 
problems We recogiii/e the need 
for further reforms and hope 
that all members of the 
university community will loiii 
in the process of orderly 
discussion leading to such 
changes, but we cannot aixept 
force us a substitute for reasoned 
argument in deciding matters 
affecting the curriculum, 
instruction. and the 
administration of the university.

It was the last year of the trimester system. The Bellamy Building, 
Health Center aid Library annex were all in one stage of construcUon 
or another. 

The place - Doak Campbell Stadium; the time one hot October 
afternoon; the scene - the dying minutes of the fourth quarter, the 
Umrcisity of Florida leading 22-19, our ball, fourth and long yardagp 
before a packed house. 

Quarterback Gary Pajcic drops back, scrambles lookmg tor a receiver. 
Downfidd end Lane Femer gets bdiind Larry Rentz and Bobby 
Downes. Pajcic lets fly, Fenner grabs the ball in the end zone and the 
crowd erupts as Rentz knocks Fenner out of bounds. 

We've won the gwne, witii only 30 seconds left, not even Super Steve 
can save the Gators now!!! 

But wait, from out of nowhere comes black and white striped Doug 
Mosley. He looks at the ground where Fenner went out and shakes his 
hands. NO TOUCHDOWN, he was out of bounds when he caught the 
ban. 

The crowd again erupts. Young Toninn Peterson acting as ball boy 
throws the loose ball to the ground in disgust. Several FSU players took 
issue with the call, but to no avaS. 

Pictures in several newspapers the following day proved Mosley 
wrong, but it didn't change the score. It will forever go into the record 
books as 22-19, but all there know the result was really different. 

It has been argued that the one call may have vK>n the Heisman 
Trofrfiy for Steve Spurrier. The Gators had their usual over-rated team 
and dinky schedule. Week after week. Spurrier would rally the Reptiles 
to another last minute victory. Had Florida lost to the Seminoles, those 
victories woidd have lost perspective. 

Florida went on to the Grange Bowl, their last bowi appeannoe to 
date, and the Seminoles went on to the Sun Bowl.

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FSU CHIEF JUSTICE JIM TAIT 

Full Time University 
Prosecutor Proposed 



Hiring a fuH-Ume University 
Prosecutor and other revisions to 
FSU disciplinary procedures 
iijve been proposed by Supreme 
Court Chief Justice Jim Tait. 

In a ' memorandufn to 
President J Stanley Marslall, 
Tait advocated tiiat an attorney 
with at least two years 
experience and membership on 
the Florida Bar be hired at a 
yearly salary of $12^ to 
SIS/XX) to proiecute cases in 
the Student Courts. 

Other proposals include the 
creation of a Law School Legal 
Program as a wmce of student 
prosecutors and defenders; 
luring a half-time law professor 
to superviae the Legal Oinic 
Program; and the hiring of a 
full-time staff assistant for the 
court system. 

in addition, a part-time 
clerk-typist would be provided 
tor tin- Defense System. 

The salaries for the Prosecutor 
and his staff would be provided 
by the administration and 
Student Government. 

According to Tait, the 
greatest weakness of the present 
system is a lack of time on the 
part of student prosecutors. Also 
there are "other problems in 
establishing a working 
' ^' 1 a t ionship with the 
tunplainants and university 
Nccurity and admintstrative 
officials." 

Tait stated that "in this time 
of rapid change, the system has 
worked extremely well and 
respect for the student courts, as 
well as the University's 
philosophy, has grown." He 
adcted that accq>tance of this

Acceptance of Tail's 
proposals would have the effect 
of balancing the university's 
"judicial scales" since the recent 
app<Mntment of Douglas H.

Since the appointment 
of Morford, a recent graduate of 
FSU's College of Law, to 
counsel student defendants, 
work of the prosecution in 
getting convictions has become 
more difficult. 

Tait has estnnated that the 
cost to the University of

Activities Budget Still Pending

The 1969-70 Student Activities Bu<%et, already battle scarred from its sojum in Student Smate, ifipBieiitiy 
faces more rewwkingbefore being approved in Hnal form by President J. Stanley Ufanhall. 

Student Souite budgeted $850,767 among the various student actinties aad oigaiiizations, the most 
controversy being raised over the amount alloeated to Inteia^egiBte Addetka. Seaate ooiqrfeted tts 
deliberations at the ead of the ^wing quarts. 

At the present time, the budget is imder review by a newly formed lAiimsity Budget Committee, which 
will review and make reoomaiendations on all university budgets to the president before he gives his final 



approval.. 

According to Vice President 

for Administrative Affairs Cecil 
Mackey, the Budget Committee 
is a new mechanism designed to 
take a comprehensive look at the 
total university budget picture. 

The formation of the 
committee, which is conqposed 
of the Vice Presidents for 
Administration, Academic 
Affairs, and Student Affairs, the 
Graduate Dean, the Directw of 
Research, a faculty member and 
a student, was announced in a 
special memo from Marshall to 
all faculty and staff on June 18. 

In this memo, Mardiall stated 
that "budgetary dedsions where 
policy matters are involved 
dtould be based on the best 
information available from all 
areas of the University. 
Equitable allocations of Genend 
Revenue Funds can be made 
only with full consideration of 
alternative funding sources 
which may be available to any 
division or department of the 
university." 

The committee, according to 



the memo, will "review and 
make recoiranendatioin to the 

Resident on operating budgets 
in all areas of the university." 

Student Body CiMiiptraBer 
Anne Johnson led a group who 
presented the rationale for the 
senate's allocation of the student 
activities budget to the Budget 
Committee on June 30. Several 
questions arose regarding a 
categorical ineakdown of the 
student activities fees and the 
status of next year's studmt 
activities reserve fund. 

The categories for breakdown 
of the budget are Stduent 
Activities, Athletics, Health 
Services, and Union. Madcey 

later explained that figures for 
the categories were not budgeted 
as such, figure, but would be 
computed total budgets for each 
area to detennute yAat per cent 
of each student's activities fees 
goes into each area. He 
explained that the breakdown 
was being made in re^nse to a 
request from the Board of 
Regents for these percentages, 
which would be used to make 



comparisons among all the state 
uawwaitics on mgatdiiig bow the 
Student Acdtities Fee was 
divided. 

QiKStnns have also 

arisen concerning the Student 
Activities Reserve Fund. Mackey 
said the main concern was 
whether some efforts should be 
made to anticipate how this 
reserve would be budgeted. 

The Student Activities Budget 
is s^ under oonsideratkNi in the 
budget committee and has not 
gone to the president for final 
approval.

Fact-sheet Denounces

The Association of Graduate 
Students of Social Work 
distributed to all professors an 
information dieet requesting 
them to order required 
textbooks from Bill's Bookstore 
to "demonstrate a shared belief 
that University-controlled 
facOities directly rdated to 
academic puisiBts must operate 



to further only those pursuits." 

The Association called for this 
actim because "the present 
operating procedures of the 
University booksttne do not 
reflect priorities and concern for 
the academically-oriented 
individual." 

The handout also charged that 

the bookstore "assesses in value 
at $156,068 in 1956, and has 
since that time paid from its 
{MTofiU $505,238.25 into the 
debt service estaUnhed to 
iiUcost." 



'Moonmen' Prepare for Blastoff 

C .APh KENNEDY, Fla. (AP) - The Apollo 11 astronauts Tuesday practiced procedures for escaping 
should their Saturn 5 rocket stru> after next Wednesday's blastoff for the moon. 

"We're quite certain in our own mind that all the hardware will operate as designed, but 1 recognize that 
no matter how good things get, things can malfunction," said Apollo 1 1 commander Nefl A. Armstrong. 

Arnisirony and his two Apollo 1 1 co-pilots Michael Collins and Edwin E. Aldrin Jr. Tuesday crawled 
into a command trainer and rehearsed escape techniques. They took time out during the day for an 
engineers' briefing on the status of the rocket and spacecraft system. 

If the towering Saturn 5 launch vehicle lunged off course during the first three minutes of the launch, the 
astronauts could trigger an escape rocket attached to the tip of their moonship to jerk the capsule away 
from the booster and parachute back to earth. 

Shortlv after the three-minute mark in a normal launch, the escape rocket is jettisoned. If problems 
developed with the booster after that period, the astronauts coidd use dieir main engine to pull away from 
the Saturn 5. 

At the launch pad, crews checked for engine leaks on Apollo 11 's LM landing craft as work contmued on 
schedule to begin the ApoUo 1 1 countdown at 8 p.m. Thursday. 

Armstroni;, Collins and .Mdrin are to thunder away from Cape Kennedy at 9:32 a.m. EDT next 
Wednesday. Armstrong and Aldrin plan to ride in the LM to the lunar surface July 20 while Collins circles 
the moon in the Apollo 1 1 command sh^- 



This, the leaflet claims, is in

bookstore's sole use and 
support," the report continued. 

The Association expressed the 
hope that students will support 
their boycott on the bookstore 
vidA they orgutized June 16.

The resolution was 
intended to allow greater 
flexibility in scheduling sessions 
to meet different situations. One 
suggestion made by Senator 
Scott Berdine,was .to hold 
sessions in the living areas of the 
dorniiioricA to allow more 
students to observe the workrngs 
of their legislative body. 



G>lle^e Site 
Sold for 



TALLAHASSEE, Fla. (AP) - 
The Cabinet sold an 80-acre 
junior college site to 
Hillsborough County for SI 
today despite Gov. Oaude Kirk's 
claim that it amounted to a 
donation to "the country club 
set." 

The governor contended the 
county was playing games with a 

plan for junior college campuses 
at both the 80-acre site on Dale 
Mabry Boulevard and downtown 
near Ybor City. 

'"There will never be a school 
in Ybor City, " he said. "They 
will -educate the kids that get 
there in their Mustangs but never 
take care of the kids that walk." 

The proposal to give the 
valuable land at the tuberculosis 
hospital to the county for SI 
was approved earlier by the 
Cabinet acting as the State 
Board of Education. 

in the action today, the 
Cabinet approved the proposal 
as trustees of the Internal 
Imporvement Fund which holds 
title to the present 160-acre 
tubercidosis hospital site. 

Secretary of State Tom 
Adams joined Kirk in voting 
^inst the token sale. He 
contended it would set an "iD 
advised precedent." 
■ Althougii the junior college 
program has depended on local 
participation, Adams said, liere 
comes Hiilsborou^ with its 
lund stuck out." 

Kirk instructed the staff to 
get an appraisal of the 80 acres 
so people in other counties 
wt>uld knon how much the state 
was giving Hillsboroi^ County. 



The second resolution 
recommended the abolition of 
the University regulation 
forbidding freshmen and 
sophomores from having cars in 
Leon County. The resolution 
also recommended that the 
parking spices at Campbell 
Stadium be rented to 
underclassmen for parking their 
cars, and then the 
underdMsmen's cars be nnrked 
for use only off-campus. Vice 
President Wayne Rubinas 
pointed out that tiie univernty 
can only legally govern traffic on 
the university campus, not in 
Leon County. 



Dean Joshua Morse of the 
College of Law issued a reminder 
to pro^iective law students that 
the deadline for signing up for 
the August 2, 1969 Law School 
Admission Test is this Saturday, 
July 12. 

Students wishing to enter law 
school this September, either at 
the Fioiida State University 
College of Law or at other 
colleges of law, must take this 
test in August to have any 
chance of beitig admitted this 
fall. 

The test is given in November, 
February, March and August of 
the coming school year and 
students intending to apply to 
the Florida State University 
College of Law for the fall 1970

The new University Budget Committee was created to 
review university, operating budgets in a context of overaO 
nnivenity budget planning and most efficient utilization of 
resources. In the long run, this step will probably serve to 
improve tfie overall budgeting for all departments of the 
university. But if we may be permitted to view one segmnt 
of the overall picture, and view it in the short run. the 
creation of this new intermediate step may cause chaos. The 
segmoit we r^or to is flie Student Activities BiK^t. 

We will frankly admit that we are confused in trying to 
sort out the machinery aid procedures whidi an used in 
making final allocations from this budget. What is clear, 
however, is some of the problems which may result if the 
m people reqponsiUe for handling this bu^t are not able to 
detemnne how mudi money fliey are bingeting.

•t. For example, 10 of the 14 bills now pending before 
Student Senate legislative council are for allocations from the 
Student Senate Activities Reserve Fund. Yet the President of 
Senate has mfmined Ae senators that these allocations 
cannot be acted on ontS the status (tf the Student Activities 
Reserve Budget is known . 

The Student Publications Budget, which is a part of the 
allocations from Student .Activities, must undergo further 
iMreakdown by the Board of Student Pubhcations after the 
lump sum is a^innvd. Last year fliis breakdown vras not 
approved until November for a budget which went into effect 
on July 1. Plans must currently be made for salaries and 
operating exp«ises for the next year - it is difficulty to 
m.'ikc these plans when the amount to be budgeted is not 
known. Other groups requestmg large allocations which have 
to be hnricen down further must also fece this problem. 

There are several issues involved in the problem, including 
one not related to the internal mechanisms for budgeting. 
This is the question of whether the portion of the registration 
fee designated as "Student Activities Fee" should be part of 
the general revenue of the univennty m shoidd be "set aside" 
for administration independently by an incmrporiited student 
body. Whether a student organization, with the high rate of 
turnover whidi so often frustrates student attempts to 
implement long range programs, could handle this type of 
arrangement is the vital point in this question. But at the 
moment. Has is a tlieoreticd, not a practical, question. 

The real question, as we see it, is how a comnuttee which 
begab operations on June 23 can hope to make any 
meaningful contribution to overall university budgetary 
planning for a budget that goes into effect July 1 . We realize 
that provisions exist for continuing operation even when a 
^ final budget is not yet approved. But we also feel that, at 
least for those organizations who are funded through the 
student activities budget, extmsive dday in finaliznig 
allocations can diminish, not oilianoe, overaU phnnn^ for 
the next year.

On Other Campuses 

^Student Power Redefined' 

(From the Nortlieastern News. Northeastern University) 

The beautiful, the plain and the ugly appeared on campus for five hours Tuesday when SO Northeastern 
students in SDS seized the Interfaith Lounge. Taking buildings or rooms cannot be condoned, but reason, 
most of the week, triumphed. 

The SDS, if they had to sit-in somewhere, had the good sense to choose the room they did. The 
Interfaith Lounge is an enqity room primarily used for occasional meetii^. Later the SDS briefly took 
Edwards Low^, a seminar room, usually vacant at those hours. This action cannot be considered 
disruptive. 

As in all student take-overs, the reaction was immediate. A crowd quickly gathered outside the Ell 
Building and the snowball began rolUng down the hill gathering momentum as the hour |»rogressed. 
But the reactk>n was more volatile than the action which caused it. 

Anti-SDS students quickly exploited the lake-over and gave vent to a childish form of spring ftvw. They 
tried to break mto the occupied room, tliicw eggs at the building and fought other students. 

These students, many in ROTC, are supposedly willing and eager to support free speech as long as they 
agree with it If the admmistration assessed the damage on a purely physical basis, these students, not the 
SDS, would have to pay the bill. 

The SDS occupied the buildii^ because they believed their demands weren't ansvtwred fully. Dean 
Kenneth S. Ryder, reporting for Dr. Knowles Monday night at an open meeting wiili students, rejected the 
demands calling for abolition of ROTC and linancial compensation tor cadets who would lose their aid. 

Dean Ryder, while speaking for the administration, could not speak for the president. No man can 
answer another's question, but that is what Dean Ryder was asked to do. 

College students, for some reason, believe the president has all the answers. When they ask him a 
question, ilie;, iliink he should jnsvver it. and mvisiblc presidents soon lose respect 

Dr. Knowles realized this Tuesday afternoon when he appealed to the 2,000 students in the quad to 
disperse and stop fi^tii^. He remained nearly an hour to answer the questrans he would Inve been asked 
Monday night. Perhaps events Tuesday would have been unnecessary if he had spoke in the balhocHn 
Monday. 

The administration, admitting it didn't have much of a case, took the only equitaMe actkm by waiving 

punishment. Tlie names and sufficient evideiice were not available tn bring any students bcloie the 
Regulations and Discipline Committee. But since the adiiunistration knew sonxr of the "guilty" students, it 
would be unfair to indict some and not others, e^cially of the indictments were to be one-sided. 

The Faculty-Senate, after a hasty meeting, went to the occupied room and offered protection by 
volunteering to form a cordon around the students as they left. The SDS dedined, but added if the senators 
wished to walk with with in sympathy . they would accept the offer. The senators repUed they would walk 
with the students for their own reasons. 

Whatever the senators' reasons, they showed great concern for the university. But this is a^liBprising. 
To them, the safety and Importance of avoiding a riot was more important tlan OlAvidwd ptrfitlcs. Thus, 
they walked with their sludeiiis whether they agreed with them or not. 

What can the administration do to insure this won't happen again? Each year, the SDS attracts more 
members, idealistic freshmen and upperclassmen who see the wwld in turmoil, «id are seckng a newer 
world, one they can believe in. 

Channels of bureaucracy, as is obvious, fail to expedite communication. The relay points are too weak. 

If this and other universities want swift and quiet change, they must work hand in hand, not 
patronizingly, with the students. 

The student insight is a valuable asset which views the situation from new and different perq)ectives. 

The students want a voice in student affairs, but unless their role is more relevant, the vorce will continue 
to shout.

Of the fresiimen and transfer 
students enrolled in 27 junior 
colleges in I%7-68,onIy 6.3 per 
cent were from families with 
incomes less than $3,000 - and 
this was exactly the same 
percentage as in the universities. 
Only 12.7 per cent were from 
families with incomes of $3,000 
to $5,000. only a fraction of a 
per cent higher than the 1 2 per 
cent for universities. More than a 
third of the students, both in 
junior colleges and universitks, 
were from families with incomes 
over $10,000.

The 
lowering of the mound and the restriction of the strike zone have suiely 
helped the litters: the results speak for themselves. 

leading the parade is Reggie Jackson, sparkling sophomore right 
fiekter f« the Oakland A's, who has belted 34 home runs through 
Sunday's ^mes. His last shot hit 65 feet up on the scoreboard at Met 
Stadium in Hoomington, Minn. Hut scoreboard is kicated 450 feet 
from the plate. Jackson is cunei^y 27 games iq> on Babe Ruth and 
nine on Roger Maris. 

Frank Howard, the man-mountain, of the Washington Senators, is 
riglit behind with 30. Howard led the league last season and would be 
the best bet to catch Jackson if anyone can. 

Bunched in the 20's aie Harmon KiUebrew, Carl Yazstremski and 
Rico Petrocelli with 23. plus Boog PoweU with 20. KiUebrew could 
contend for the titie if he stays healthy, as evidenced by his last series 
with Oakland. The Idaho strongman blasted four homers and knocked 
in 10 runs for the series. He is historically strong in August, if healthy. 

Those with 1 5 or better include Frank Robinson, Reggie Smith, Mike 
Epstein, Paul Blair and Joe Pepitone. 

If the sluggers continue at their present pace, there could be some 
staggering totals by the end of the year. I figure Jadcaon. Howard and 
Killebrew for possibly 50+. Powell, Yazstremski and Fnmk Robinson 
for over 40, then Brooks Robinson, Don Mincher, Epstein, Pepitone 
and Smith for over 30. 

Just think. Tony Conigliaro won the title a few years back by hitting 
32 homers. This year that won't even qualify for the top ten. 

The development of so many sluggers will make it very tough to pick 
an AU-Star squad as opposed to last season when Killetoew made it 
while hitting .218. 

There will be con'iosts at almost every position. It wQl be hard for 
any player to be picked unanimous, even Jackson. 

My own picks would be BiH Freehan at catcher, then flip a coin the 
rest of the way. Danny Cater of Oakland is having another good year at 
bat. He led the league's first basemen in fielding last season, but it will 
be hard to beat out Powdl. 

The league's leading hitter, Rod Carew of MinnesoU, has been at 
second the last two All-Star games and should nake the team again.

Focuses on Judicial Bills

Summer Legislative Council 
took action on a light calendar 
at their regular Monday night 
meeting, as they were forced to 
(telay action on all legislation 
requiring appropriations from 
the Student Activities Reserve 
Budget. 

The Council will meet again 
next Monday at 7:30 p.m. in 
Deviney Hall Rec Room 

Nine of the 12 bills on the 
current legislative calendar will 
remain in limbo until the status 
of the Student Activities Budget 
and Reserve is. known. The 
budget is currently under study 
by the recently formed 
University Budget Committee. It 
must go to President J. Stanley 
Marshall for final approval after 
the committee makes its 
recommendations. 

Senators passed two 
statuatory revisions concerning 
the structuring of the Student 
Court System. One bill provided 
for the Student Supreme Court 
to adopt written rules of 
procedure governing, the Honor 
Court and House Councils, and 



to [vovide these codes with a set 
of said rules. The second piece 
of legislation established that 
each dormitory and 
university-approved off campus 
house would have the authority 
to set up its own House Council 
structure to deal with internal 
disciplinary problems. 

Women's Vice President Sue 
Modson explained that the 
current system of off-campus 
councils has not been used, since 
almost all residences do have 
their own bodies to deal with 
problems of discipline and rule 
infractions. She also explained 
that except for Dun woody Hall, 
there would be no supervised off 
campus housing next year, 
eliminating the current 
jurisdiction of some of these 
councils. 

The remaining off campus 
housing, basically fraternities 
and sororities and all 
dormitories, will be required to 
submit a constitution of the 
House Council structure to the 
Supreme Court by the fourth 
week of the first quarter of each

Nixon Calls for New Drug Laws 

WASHINGTON (AS) - Prerident Nixon called Monday for tighter laws, more money and manpower, 
stiffer rules on marijuana and LSD and no-knock aeardi wanante to combat the "serious national threat" 

from drug abuses. 

In a message to Congress the President asked for swift action on legislation "to mount and continue a 
new and effective federal program aimed at eradicating the rising sickness in the land." 

Expressing grave concern o*er the rising drug traffic and its link with crime, Nbton said it is estimated 
that hundreds of thousands of American have become parcotic addicts. He said narcotics have been cited 
"as the primary couse of the enormous increase in street crimes over the last decade." 

"Severd nuHion college students haw at least ej^erimented with marquana, hadiidi, LSD, anqihetamines 
or barbiturates," Mixon said, adding: 

"It is doubtful that an American parent can send a son or daughter to college today without exposing the 
youi^ mm or woman to drug abuse. Parents must also be omcemed about the avaiUbility and use of such 
drugs in our high schools and junior high schools." 

To b^m to cope with wliat lie calls "this growing menace to the <»eneral welfare". Justice Department 
officials said Nixon will send Congress two bills in the next few days. They will provide fox a single statute, 
revised and modernized for drug and narcotics control, replacing what Nixon called inadequate and 
outdated current laws. 

Included will be stiffer penalties for the sale and possession of LSD, a hallucinatory drug. 

To close a gap in federal law resulting from a recent Supreme Court decision in the case of Hmothy 
Leary , a drug experimenter, the new Uw would amend the Marijuana Tax Act "to make it a federal offense 
for anyone to possess or traffic in marijuana, if he does not possess a state license." The court held that the 
marijuana law violates the Constitution's protection i^ainst self-incrimination. 

The new law abo woiid enable narcotics agents to use federal warrants for search of suspected premise 
without announcii« themsdves wh»e there is cause to believe that evidence might be destroyed if entry 
were delayed. 

As for the narcotic peddler, Nixon told Congress: 

"However far the addict himself may fall, his offenses against himself and society do not compare with 
the imhumanity of those who make a living exploiting the weakness and de^Kiation irf their fellow mm. 
Society has few judgements too severe . few penalties too harsh for the men vi*o make their livelihood m

Failure 'Not Too Likely, 



CAPE KENNEDY, Fla. (AP) Although the nation senses success as 
the Apollo 1 1 launch nears, those closest to the moon fauidii^ nrinion 
are reminding themselves of the possibility that it might fail 

**We must realize that things can go wrong," said astronaut Neil A. 
Armstring, who, if all goes wdl, wll be fint ana to «a& on a 
planet other than earth. 

On every space flight, the things that have been most dangerous have 
been those whidi were never done before, bi this case, the critical tones 
are obvious: the landing on the moon, the surface exploration by 
Armstrong and Lt. Col. Edwin E. Aldrin Jr., and the liftoff satellite, 
with no hope of rescue and j«t 48 hours to Uve before their oxygen 
supply runs out. 

"That's not likely," says Armstronc. "but it's possible " Althougli 
the three Apollo ships launched previously by tht- Saturn 5 rocket all 
succeeded in their missions, there were prc^lems on eadi of the 
voyi^s. 

Remember when Snoopy, the lunar landing module jri which 
astronauts Eugene .A. Cernan and Thomas ?. Stafford, scouted the 
moon landing site, plunged into 60 seconds of terrifyii^ gyration when 
the descent engine was jettisoned? The cause of that hair-raising mishap 
was never definitely determined 

Said Cernan of the upcoming fligiit, "No matter what people think, 
this fli^t is not going to be a piece of cake." 

The Saturn 5 and the spacecraft ontain wme nine million 
components, with hundreds of interlocking functions, each of which 
must be executed flawlessly to assure total success of the mission. 

"1 think we've got a good system," said Rocco A. Petrone, Apollo 1 1 
launch dffector, "but it Ukes just one component to speU disaster, just 
one loose nut When you've got that understandbng, boy, you don't ever 
get confident. 

"We've busted our backs to make sure this thing does what it's 

supposed to do, but it won't take much tu have to scrub that launch. 
Humans work on this thing, and you've always got the chance of 
human error." 

What Petrone calls "the high risk and the hip unknown" begins when 
Armstrong and Aldrin crawl into the landing module blast off from the 
mother ship, and begin the search for a safe im^ng place on the 
f orbidding surface of the mom.

Soviet Probe May Take 
Moon Samples Before U.S.

.MOSCOW (AP) The Soviet I'nion's new unmanned moon probe, Luna 15, raced out into space 
Monday on a secret mission widely believed to be an attempt to bring back a sample of lunar soil before the 
Apollo 1 1 crew can do It for the Uiited Sates.

TV Will Cover Moon Voyage 



SPACE CENTER, Houston, 
Tex. (AP) - America will be a 
country of sleepy' people on 
Monday, July 21 , and television 
win get the Mame. 

Man's first step on the surface 
of the moon will be telecast to 
earth and retransmitted coast to 
coast for home viewers. The first 
television diow from the moon 
widi live actors will start at 2: 1 2 
ajB. on the East Coast and end 
at ab<mt 4:52 a.m., or perhaps 
later. 

That 2 hour and 40 minutes 
of tdevwon probably will have 
the poorest technical quality of 
any of the almost five hours of 
space television planned for 
ApoUo 1 1 . And it will also be 
the only portion in black and 
white. 

The telecast will begin just 
before Neii A. Armstrong steps 
from a ladder on the moon 
lander to the lunar surface. 

As he comes down the ladder, 
hell puJI a ring which wifl open 
the work bench in one side of 
the moon lander. 

The camera will catdi a view 

of Armstrong's first Step onto 
the moon, but the astronaut 
cautioned that the picture 
probably won't be top quality. 

r-\)rty minutes after his first 
step on tiie moon, Armstrong 
will move the t^vision camera 
from the side o( the mdon 
lander, put it on a tripod ana m-I 
it up about 30 feet away. The 
field of view will catch all of the 
activities of Armstrong and Air 
Force Col. Edwin E. Aldrin Jr. 

These wifl indude a view of 

Armstrong as he plants the 
American flag on the moon's 
surface. 

Pictures from the camera on 
the moon are beamed to the 
National Radio Astronomy 
Observatory at Piukes, Australia. 
The signal then goes by 
microwave to Sydney, 
Australia. 

From there, they aie beamed 

to the Intelsat III satellite in 
space over the Pacific Ocean. 
The space center here receives 
the signals, processes them and 
releases them to home viewers. 

The lunar surface camera 
transmits only in Uadi and 
Halite. 



Another y^mOo televisioii 
camera is on the command 
module, the mother ship which 
stays in a 69-mile orbit of the 
moon. TMs camera, the same 
type carried on ApoUo 10, 
transmits in color and will be 
used for aB (rf the i^oOo 11 
tdevision except the moon 
surface portion. 

The lunar surface television 
camera will be abandcMied on die 
moon's surface and will be 
turned off before the launch 
from the moon. Officials said 
the tdeviiion trantnusion is

In Spite of Pact 

FAMU Autanamy iVot Threatened 



TALLAHASSEE (AP) - 
Rorida A AM University's 
autonomy, a highly sensitive 
area, has not been toudied nor 
ihrealoned by a coopcrativt: 
agreement worked out recently, 
says State University Chancellor 
Robert Mautz. 

FAMU President Dr. 
Benjamin Beny - who's 
determined to keep the 
predominantly Negro institution 
separate - agrees. 

"An that it's designed to do is 
maximize tiie ose of dcffls and 
specialties of each school 
available to the other and it has 
as one of its goals some 
movement toward compliance 
wiUi the federal rules and 
regulations," Mautz said in an 
interview. 

Both Mautz and Perry have 
received statements of concern 
from black studenU about the 
co op eia ti ve agr e em e n t. The 
students view it as a surrender of 
autonomy of FAMU, or a move 
toward a meign of FAMU and 
Florida State University 
located about two miles away. 

During the 1969 legislative 
session, hundreds of FAMU 
students mardied on the Capitol 
to express their support for 
continued A&M autonomy ami 
opposition to taetper. They 
sought legislative assurance that 
I AMU and FSU would never be 
merged. 

Mautz and Petty say that 
those objecting don't imderstand 
the cooperative agreement. 
Mauu said that some obiecton 
my have forgotten die ftct that 
FAMU faces loss of funds unless 
the Department of Health, 
Education ai^ Wdfare can be 
satisfied that M ■ md&aBatfy 
integrated. 

"One prong k the fedeiil 
prong, and we're powedeas to do 
anything," Mautz said. 
"Basically, it says you cannot 
continue public n^ort of 
all-white or- all-Negro 



institutions." 

The cooperative agreement 
was approved July 11 by the 
Board of Regents. 

It is a two-year experimental 
program which wjU allow 



fulltime students at one 
university to take and receive 
oedit for a course or courses at 
the other. Students and faculty 
will have equal access to both 
FSU and FAMU libraries. 



Status of Tenure 
Still Uncertain 

The Board of Regents' July 1 1 decision to defer tenure for 280 stattf^ 
professors has generated little public response from outside the state. 

Dr. Irvin Sobel, dhairraan of the local diapter of the American 
Association of University Professors, said that there has been little 
national reacticm because the issue has received little publicity outside 
the state. 

"The national AAUP is quite concerned, however, but will take no 
action until the issue is resolved," Sobel said. "We expect a favocable 
resolution in September." 

The Board of Regents on July 1 1 declined to act on a proposal by 
Chancellor Robert Mautz that tenure be granted. S^we no vote was 
taken, the issue will be transfoied to the Septemaet agenda. No 
meeting is planned in Aiqiust. 

Sobd said that both the national and load ot g ani zat k mi of the 
AAUP have iaued statements to the Board of Regents expressing 
concern over its inaction. The statements were not made pubUc, 
according to Sobel, nor did he expect them to be. 

Reasons among the members of the Board for refiising tenure were 
varied. Dr. Oarence Menser said that the present tenure system 
guarantees "employment for a lot of scabby teadioi we oa|^ to gat 
rid of — teachers who aren't good Americans." 

Board Giairman D. Burke Kibler of Lakeland attributed the cause in 
large part to the 'Vast amount of paper work" handed the Board the 
day befwe the meeting. 

Regent obiectifMit i^peared to center on two majoc poinCs: 

- Granting of tenure to assistant professors, who generally have not 
served on the faculty long enough to permit evaluation of what Dr. 
Mautz calk "creative ability over the long haul." 

-Existence of a minimum, rather than maximum period bef<»e 
whidi a professor becomes eligible to be recommended for tenure.

The Regents refusal to take a vote <m die granting of 
inrare to 262 professors vAm had been scnened ai^ 
approved by their respective institutions puts yet another 
limitation on recruitment of iimovative, leading scholars for 
Fhmda's state nniveraities. 

IVofessors might conceivably be asked to ignore the 
disadvantages of low salaries, few fringe benefits, and the 
almost constant spectre of p<4itical meddling to take part in 
the biifldmg of a growing dqnrtment sdio^ 

« 

But to aA them to ignore the jeopardizing of their right 
to job security, to recognition of competence by their 
acadonic colleagues, and to the academic freedom which 
tenure protects is not conceivable. 

The Regents action m d^enring appnmi <rf Mb year's 
candidates for tenure came as a shodt, even in the wake of an 
announcement by Mautz that he woold seek a one year 
Bimtorium on grants of tenure after the cnnent fist had 
been approved, in order to study possiUe means of inqnoii^ 
the machinoy of the tenure system. 

The Regents, in effect, refused to foUow their own 
'l^oeedures, which dlow the profeaMir*s coHe^oes, Ibom trfio 
are qualified to judge his competence and contributions ia hv 
field, to judge his whetho: he should receive tenure. 

In dedinhv to "rubber stamp" the names "without 
knowing something about each one," the regents ignofed 
their role as a p<dicy nuddng body and attempted to make a 
**detHr deciskm - a decision which they have the power, 
hot not fte experliK, to mate. 

The approval of tenme tot the reconunended ivofessors 
wm ^ain appev on the S^tember agenda of the Board, 
ance no vote was taken duB month. At this time, the legmts 
should consider the question in the light of the purpose of 
tmnie - to safeguard, not detract from, the quality of 
instractkms in flie universities - and in the li^t of their own 
role as a ptriicy, rather than a decision making board. If the 
mranbers of the Board feel that a study of the poUcies 
governing tenure should be undertaken, dien they afaonld do 
80, witii the advice of experts from the education field. The 
system by which tenure is granted is certainly not perfect, 
and revisions may nuike it an even stronger proteclifm nd 
measure for insuring the quality of the university. But until 
such policy revisions are made, the existing policies should be 
foDowed, to mabntam not oidy tfie good Mfb of flie 
university co nmBM^ , bat Oe good standhif <rf Flotida's 
universities.

We have had the SDS and ABC aO along. Recent weeks haw wen die emergence (rf' the Cbalition for 
Black Awareness, the United Front of South Africa, the Reform Coalition, and the Third World Liberation 
Front. Most of those organizations boast an exclusive membeishq), and, as a reflectiim of this, resort to 
tactics and jargm cmnistent widi die ideals and cuttuie of dwir apeGi& memb e r s hip e. Even die Reform 
Coalition, which actively seeks a varied membership, has met with little enthusiasm from minority-group 
students; its membership remains overwhelmingly moderate and middk-dass. Although the Reform 
Coafition hopes to inqnove comnamication naong die caopnt fiwiioat, M has yet to diow how a fsctmn 
like itself can facilitate this. 

The continued proliferation of student action groups could well result in the continued factionalization 
of the university commuitity. Those who look forward to seeing the univenity propcat anood^ and as a 
whole rather than in lurches and spasms should think twice before supporting nch gnwps.

Solution*. A New Department? 

From the Daily Emerald, University oiOugm: 
For the time being, Reaem Officer Traii^ will remain unchanged at the Umverrity. 

The recent faculty decision to continue granting academic credit to ROTC students closed the door to 
substantial changes in the program.The door was not closed, however, to potential changes in the regular 
academic program of the University; changes iddch cobM idtinately dimsaate the entire ROTC program. 

A number of instructcH's, dissatisfied with die fiMnlty vote, have indicated their desire to create -a civilian 
department of "military science." The department, they say, would provide many of the basic KUft 
courses, while eliminating govcmmeirt apoB»is h %> of cmricuiimi and instruct ors, as wefl as direction of the 
course. 

The need for militaTy training on can^ was endiHMd by the facufty in a 1960 vote. That decision, 
while indicating the necessity of such training, did not diaca^dtt powbility of the University assuming ilic 
functions of the ROTC program. Aside from courses in wBataiy aaeaee, diacqjJine and hittoty , a civilian 
department would offer courses in the peacekeeping sciences, poUtical sdenoe and sociology. 

In short, the civilian department would concentrate on peace rather than on war. 

Tlic military man of tomorrow must know more than the nvchanics of the hydrogen bomb, or tlie 
tactics of a field officer. He roust be acqiHunted wtth wodd adtwes, the Ma of dqionacy and the 

functions of the world's peacekeeping bodies. 

In the atomic age, the military man must be made to realize tfut there is no room for the practice of his 
art. 

The University, then, can accomplish what the ROTC program and the Vu t t ag p a seem unwiUingto do: 
train men in the science of peace, rather than the mechanics of war. 

Such a goal should be considered of prinaay iafWftaaoe to die Uniwiiity in its search for n answer to 
the problem <^ the nditayr cm campus.

Morse came to Florida State 
this month after six years as 
dean of the University of 
Wtmnppi Law School, where 
he received his law degree in 
1948.

It's an fine and well that FSU is ranked 10th nationally for the 
ooadng season but 104) on the field may be a little bit too much to ask 
for.

Last year Florida, in the Tribe's second game of the 
season, pushed over FSU, 9-3, in a contest that was a disai^ointineot to 
all who attended. NeithCT teams were iq> for the contest so early in the 
season. 

In 1967. ihc FSU-Fla. game was The Event of the year as the 
Seminoles best the Gators, 21 -16, for the first time ever on the Florida 
field in eight tries. 

Tom Siler of the Knoxville News Sentinel who picks the 
Southeastern roundup for Streeth and Smith lists the Tribe as the 
leading independent in the South but we must not forget Miami who 
may turn out to be a surprise. 

One factor going against the Garnet and Gold men is the fact that the 
first three out of four games are away. This may prevent the Tribe from 
reaching full force, taking on Miami and Florida in the second and thkd 
games respectively. 

Head football coach BiO Peterson seems to be going into the 
situation with an open mind. "After going to the moon, 1 think 
anything can happen.

July Soggier 
Than Usual

While July. 1969. my not be 
the rainiest July on record, it 
may appear to be so to many 
people. Rainfall totds for the 
first 28 days of the month show 
that above-normal rainfall was 
recorded over almost the entire 
city of Taliahaaee. Some parts 
of the city received more than 
twice their normal July rainfall. 
Selected reports from the FSU 
Meteorology department 
network showed:

Alumni Village 12.85" 

Love Budding (FSU) . . . 13.77"

The large differences in 
rainfall indicated above are not 
unusual, in light of the nature 
of thunderstorms. Typically, 
these weather features have 
horizontal dimensions of 10 
miles or less and are not 
observed at every part of town 
on any given day. Thus, if a 
thunderstorm passes o>'erhead, 
there probaUy be heavy 
precipitation. If the 
tliunderstorm passes nearby, the 
area amy not evni be qprmkled.

Higher Interest Rates for 
College Loans Proposed 



WASHINGTON (AP) The 
administration proposed today 
that banks be gwen an incentive 
payment reflecting higher 
interest rates to induce them to 
make federally insured loans to 
ooU^ students. 

At the outset, the amount of 
the incentive would probably be 
the equivalent of an additional 
two per cent above the current 
seven per cent interest rate fixed

thousand college students will be ' 
thrown into a niial Georgia 
work-stu^ project witliin the 
next few months w^en an 
ambitious step aimed at 
reveising the great migration to 
the cities- if a tall Black history 
professor can get the money for 
the program. 

William H. Peace 111, 33, 
64bot-S part-time history 
instructor at Georgia Tech and a 
bearded devotee of the late 
Muslim leader Malcom X, has 
come up with an imaginative plan 
for deding with urban-renewal 
problems. 

"The crisb in the cities is a 
misnomer," says Peace. "The 
real problem is the rural areas: 
The out-migration of unskilled, 
uneducated and porar ^lAm are 
unable to compete in the cities. 
We have been going about 
solvii% the proUem the wrong 
way." 

Peace's proposal would 

encourage students at 10 
colleges and universities 



on rural problems as part of 
their academic study. They 
would enroU in a college course 
supervised by a professor and 
receive academic credits for their 
work. Peace has been delving 
into rural problems since 1967 
as director of Southern Rural 
Project, a limited program for 
helping rural poor organize, 
sponsored by the ^btional 
-S'harecroppers Fund and 
financed by the U.S. Office of 
Economic Opportunity. 

Already, the 10 pilot colleges, 
strategically located throughout 
Georgia, have either agreed to 
participate in his proposed 
"Georgia Student Rural Project" 
or have expressed keen interest. 

At Georgia Tech in Atlanta, 
26 students in an ardiitecture 
course have begun research for 
developing low-income houses 
for the rural poor as part of 
GSRP, prospectively.

Dr. Marshall 
acknowledged the strain 
continuing administrative duties 
woidd place on the Director's 
health. He expressed 
qipredation for Dr. Gentry's 
wiOingness to remain at the 
Uniwersity as a staff physician. 

"Di. Gentry, who joined the 
staff in 1961. has done an 
outstanding job in planning and 
developing a hoq>ital facility 
that is the envy of many 



institutions, and is deserving of 
the University's deep 
appreciation and gratitude for 
services above and beyond 
consideration of his own 
persmial health for some time," 
Marshall said. 

Noting that a genml review 
of student health services has 
been underway since March, Dr. 
Marshall plans to continue to 
work toward changes needed to 
maintain provision of effective 
and efficient services at the least 
possible cost consistent with 
sound medical practice and 
procedures. To effect diese 
changes, the operations of the 
hospital are being transferred to 
the supervision of the Vice 
President of Administration, 
Marshall said.

and medical students were 
enthusiastic about Peace's 
proposal far invohnng diem in 
the project. 

"We're ready to go," BoOet 
said. The college, he said would 
be "very interested in offering 
an elective course in this area." 

Peace wants to involve 
medical students in giving health 
care for the poor while the 
students conduct diagnostic 
studies to identify health 
problems with particular 
emphasis on nutritional 
problems, young mothers and 
birth defects. 

His project initially would 
include 100 students from each 
of the 1 0 colleges. In addition to 
medical and engineering classes, 
other courses would run liie 
gamut of college agriculture, 
soda] work. Peace says the 
project will allow students to 
gain practical knowledge- and a 
feelmg of involvement- while 
contributing to solving major 
problems. 

Agriculture students, utilizing 
the vast resources of the 
University of Georgia, would set 
up programs for rural families to 
grow products for the market 
and help them find the market, 
he said. 



Summer Means 
Graduates, Research 

The imd-summer mmtiu comprise the "dog days" in higher 
education generally, but there is little let up in year round graduate 
education and research at Florida State University. 

Faculty research steps up in the summer mo^hs, too, whea research 
grants keep many of them busy. 

Figures released by Florida State University's registrar showed 6,561 
students enroUed during the summer quarter, and, althou^ this was a 
thousand more than last sununer, it was nearly lOjOOO below the year's 
peak enrollment of 16303 last September. 

The graduate student component of the summer enrollrnem. 
however, is 2^46, and this represents most of the 3,289 graduate 
students emoDed at the start of the l%8-69 academic year. Many of 
those enrolledin the first three quarters have subsequoitly received a 
master's or doctor's degree and have left the campus. 

"Thei^ure of 2,436 graduate students erased for the summer tells 
only part of the story," said Dr. Robert M Johnson, graduate dean and 
duector of research. "Many graduate students who liave been enrolled 
during the rest of the year may not be enrtriled at all durii^ the summer 
but may be working full time on a research contract. Others may be 
busy on their dissertation but not enrolled. 

"As for faculty, they may be as active as they are during the rest of 
the year in graduate education, but while they've worked nine montliv 
on a state salary, they may be working during the summer on a salar> 
provided by a research grant. 

"You may not see either as many students or professors in the 
classrotmi durii^ the smmner, bat you have only to look in the 
laboratory. The summer may be vacation tmie or summer job time tor 
undergraduates but the graduate students, and indeed, many of the 
professors, are here." 

Florida State's department of meteorology, where emphasis is <in 
graduate education, appears to be typical. Professor C. L. Jordan, the 
chairman, and Dr. D. W. Stuart, the associate chairman, are continuing 
their r^iUar teaching duties during the summer, as are Rrofessor R. A. 
Craig and Dr. J. J. Stephens. 

"But it's a good time also for research," says Dr. Jordan, "since 
there's less committee work duruig the summer."

RepresenUtwe Claude Pepper 
of FliHida's lltfi cBrtrict has 
precicted that changes will 
increase Florida's stature in 
national pditks by gMng the 
state more represeirtatSon on 
congressioiial conunittees, and 
"by causing the candidates for 
President to court us more." 

Florida has been a "swing" 
state in national politics, with 
neither Republicans nor 
Democrats sure of carrying the 
state in any given 
election. Pqjper pcedicted that 
when Florida is dedistricted by 
the 1971 legislature, the South 
Florida Dade and Broward 
count iy areas wffl receive the 
most benefit.

"Despite all of the talk about innovation, undergraduate 

curri.'.ilar requirements as a wFioIc. have changed remarkably 
little in the past ten years. In many cases, the most that could 
be said of a particular institution, was that its curricuhim has 
been rennovated - that is. requirements were restated in 
terms of new patterns of organization and course offerings, 
and updated to recognize the rights of newer disciplines to a 
place in the sun. . .the significant area tot innovation Kes ra 
relinking the total undergraduate in an attempt to restore 
unity and relevance. The evidence on such activity is 
discoura^g: there is too littie of it. . .Yet flidr are ^ns, in 
both the trends and in the comprehensive patterns, that the 
student may be come - as indeed he should - the focal 
consideration incotricular planning." 

Despite the concern given to the plight of Benjamin last 
year, much of the. current focus in educational innovation 
and reform just now shifts to flie undergraduate. This is 
espedaily true in Florida, with the burgeoning Junior college 
system supplying several thousand transfers to the four-\ ear 
institutions each year, and with the growth of the 
legislature's directive that any necessary limit on the ^wth 
of enrollment may be taken at the graduate level But many 
elements of the current college structure are seeming 
adapted more to the specialized graduate than the 
uifdergraduate. Florida's four year universities face a speical 
problem in developing two-year upper division programs 
whkh can cowdinate in some way with the studoit's 
two-year junior college experiowe, mi ftmUk a c&beatn 
undergraduate experience. 

In "Undergraduate Curricuhim Trends," cited earlier, Paul 
Dresse! and Frances DeLisle note some of the fxttm whidi 
prevent the development of unified undergraduate programs. 
Faculty professional interests dictate specialization, and they 
have vested interests in existing curriculum which 
incorporates this specialization. Specialists in scientific and 
mathematical fields may discourage special programs which 
interrupt sequences of courses, and introduce what they may 
consider irrelevancies. Other built-in features, such as 
"department" structuring, may encourage 
CQBipartmentalization. 

But if the student is to Ix-come the focal point in 
curricuhim renovation, then the most difficult problem is to 
determine the goal which the students, faculty and 
aAmnistrators feel should be pursued for an institution's 
undergraduates. Dresad and DeLisle describe a variety of 
overall undergraduate cmiculum emphases, from a four-year 
liberal arts to broad bsdcground with either qiedfic or 
interdepartmental q>ecialization, to empTiasis on professional 
or career preparation. Which of these does the student want? 
Which will servebestnt help Mm develop ag "a citizen capable 
of a lifetime of learning" rather than as a statistic who is 
certified to have completed a given number of courses and 
amMt hours? 

The responsibility for needed reform in undergraduate 
edijcation is twofold. It Ues with the faculty and 
administrators, in flut tfiey are the ones who must |dan and 
implement changes. It is incumbant upon them to direct 
their focus to the undergraduate as well as the graduate - a 
focus which may have drifted away during the last decades of 
information explosion and specialization If is their job to 
help define the undergraduate experience as it will be pursed 
in theb institution. And responsibBity lies also with the 
student, in not merely voicing generalized demands for 
reform or relevance in undergraduate programs, but to work 
to defme and unplement these refmnas; and also to the 
student falls the responsibility of pursuing his undergraduate 
work as education, not as a means of reaching sodal or 
economk "oertifkation.''

summer quarter. Meeting each ' 

Monday at 8 p.m. in Ruge Hall. 
555 W. Jefferson, the members 
of the group have begun plans 
for projects and education 
campaigns aimed at freeing 
women from the constraints and 
limitations of their traditional 
and economic role. 

Members emphasized that the 
Women's Liberation is an 
apolitical group, separate from 
the Women's Liberation caucus 
in SDS. Issues dicussed, they 
feel, are vital to women of all 
political views. Women's 
Liberation at FSU hopes to 
wwk first on problems locally, 
but to parallel with action of the 
national Women's Liberation 
movement, a phenonniena which 
happened "not so much by 
organization as by conUgron," 
according to Gloria Steinem in 
"New Yorker" magazine. 
Members of the FSU group agree 
with her observation that 
evenwitiiin tiic radical 
movement. women found 
themselves relegated to typing 
and coffee-making, with in tic 
real chance to be involved in 
policy making. Women's 
Liberation had its first national 
conference last fall, and with 
only a month's notice, women 
from 20 states and from Canada 
attended. A newsletter called 
"Voice of the Women's 
Liberation Movement" is 
published in Chicago. 

FSU group member Mamie 
Carter explained that a tenous 
Women's Liberation ffoup had 
formed on campus last year, but 
became diffused as other issues 
cropped up and the women 
beg^ to work with the CIA, 
Care, and SDS. Interest in 
formalizing the movement began 
again this spring, as individual 
women who had been concerned 
about problems such as 
discrimination against women in 
salaries and hiring, political 
(voblems such as abortion laws 
and special laws regarding the 
status of married women, and 
the {voblems <rf the workii^ 
woman in obtaining child care. 



felt the need to begin working 
together. 

In support of their case, 
members cited figures such as 
the median income for white 
working women, S3859., and for 
non-white working women, 
S2674.. as opposed to the 
median incomes for white 
working men, S6496., and 
non-white working men, $4285. 

Members also cite studies 
which show that their are no 
intellectual differences between 
males and .females until liigh 
school when foiales begin 
experiencing pressure to conform 
to theu roles and that bO^/i of 
college women drop out either 
to marry or because they feel 
too much education will be a bar 
to marriage. 

FSU Women's Liberation 
currently plans to concentrate 
on a Motherhood Counseling 
Center, a pilot project in day 
care, literature distribution, 
establishment of a library <rf 
women's liberation information, 
establnhmrat of a Speaker 
Service, and plans for faU 
workshop and retreat. 

Key project at the moment 

will be the establishment of a 
free day care center lor children 
of non-academic women 
emfrioyeesof the universtiy. 

A main problem faced by 
wunicii III the movement is the 
tendency of men and of other 
women to attach lables such as 
"man hater, unfeminine, and 
casrtating female" to women 
who attempt to step out of the 
wife and mother role 

On the national level, Betty 
Frieden, author of "The 
Feminine Mystique", in 1966 
founded the National 
Organization for Women, or 
NOW. The purpose of the 
organization is "to bring women 
into full participation in the 
mainstream of American society 
NOW, exercising all the 
privelcges and responsibilities 
thereof in a truly equal 
partnership with men." NOW 
has concentrated on retdrnis 
such as getting irrelevant sex 



lations out of Help Wanted 
Ads and inqdementing equal 
opportunity laws. 

Parallels have been drawn 
between the Women's Liberation 
struggle and the struggle n! 
Blacks for equal opportunity, 
and the differences in the type 
of repression have also been 
pointed out. Often quoted i!> 
Marx's statement: "The direct, 
natural, necessary relation of 
human creatures is the relation 
of man to woman. . . The nature 
of this relation deliniates to 
what point man is to be 
considered as a generic being. As 
mankind, the relation of man to 
woman is the most natural 
relation of human being to 
human being. By it is shown, 
therefore, to what point the 
natural behavior of man has 
become human, or to what point 
his human nature has become his 
nature." 

The Women's Liberation is 
not anti-male; men are invited tu 
attend meetings, and out of the 
fourteen persons at last 
Monday s meeting, four were 
interested men. Social 
anthropoligist Lionel Tiger said 
that women's liberation might 
seem more appealing to men if 
they repeat key phrases such as 
"no more alimony, fewer boring 
women, fewer bitchy women, no 
more tyrants with aO human 
ambition confined to the home, 
no more women trying to be 
masculine because 'it's a man's 

WCKld." 

The goals of Women's 
Liberation are sunmed up 
thusly: 

"Women's Liberation offen 

to women the opportunity for 
meaningtui dialogue, for new 
patterns of livmg, and new ways 
of relating to one another. It 
offers support m cutting loose 
from the weight of former 
prejudices and traditions And as 
our social and political 
consciousness grows, it offers 
solidarity in striving to combat 
oppresshre institutions and 
altenipiiiii; to change the 
dehumanizing social patterns."

INixon Accused of 
Encouraging Backlash 

WASHINGTON (AP) - Whitney M. Young Jr. accused the Nixon 
administration Monday of encouraging white ' i js a group 
militant black students got the National Urban league s 59th annual 
conference off to an unexpectedly hectic start. 

Young told more than 500 delegates at the opening session thai 
despite Nixon's words about bringuig Americans together, "evidence is 
mountiiQ that ndic^es massive national withdrawal from the urban 
social problems that should be at the top of the list of priorities." 

Young, 4X-ycar old executive director of tiie league, said, "We seem 
io be moving backwards to an age of indifference and repression,'' 
perhaps even backward "to the time when racial concentration camps 
were estabUshed for Japanese-Americans during World War 11." 

Some 35 black students interrupted the proceedings to question the 
effectiveness of the league, one of the oldest and most concervalive civii 
rights groups. 

Perched iii the balcony of the Sheraton-Park Hotel meeting room, 
they began a rhyllimic clapping as league President James A. Linen, a 
white man and president of Time, Inc., dehvered a welcoming speech 

"Wliat you arc saying is irrelevant," they shouted. "We demand you 
let the mayor of Mound Bayou speak." Earl Lucas, the black nrjayor 
of the all-black Mississippi town of Mound Bayor, had been introduced 
to delegates a few minutes before. 

The students, part of a group of 60 the league had hired to work in 
various ghetto projects during the summer, continued clapping until 
Linen hastily concluded his speech and sat down. After a whispered 
conference on the speakers' platform, delegates were told thet the 
qudcnts would be given time to speak later in the program. The 
students caucused outside the meeting hall while Young delivered his 
keynote address. 

Young said that landing a man on the moon was "a moment of 
Mipreme triumph for the human spirit" but did not "feed one hungry 
child in Mound Bayou. empU>\ one man in the slums of Chicago. . 
tree one mother from tiie structures of a family-destroying welfare 
svstem in Watts."

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Westcott Repair Under Way: 




Already soaked and damaged by water used to douse the fire, 
Westcott rebuilding is being ddayed by additional damage being caused 
oy July's unseasonal downpours. 

Scheduled completion of Westcott, with the exception of the first 
and second floors, has been delayed until "hopefully, the end of the 
year," according to Ray Green, director of university planning. 

"We liope to have the t^csideiit's office completed by September 
15," Green said. "His floor |the second] was mostly damaged by water 
and this damage is increasing because of falling ceiling tiles loosened by 
recent rains Portions of the floor that were perfectly dry after the fire 
are now saturated."" 

The Controller's office on the first floor needs only repainting and 
retiling and is expected to be completed by the middle of September. 

"The third and fourth floors, however, need considerable renovation 
and will not be completed until the end of the \oar, at least," Green 
said. "When completed the third floor will be partitioned to house the 
two vice presidents' offices and the office of admissions." 

"Offices that prcviousl> were at the south end of Westcott probably 
will not be relocated for several years," Green said. 

One of the offices that is affected is the Regntrar's. According to 
Green, plans arc being initiated now to temporarily relocate the 
Registrar s office inti) the Suwannee in October or Nov. The Registrar's 
office will probably remain there for several years. 

In addition to weather problems. Green said that supjdy difficulties 
are also holding up construction.
